of the 


Burlington Herald. 


He was a member of the Odd Fellow, 


.fraternity in which organization he held 
the high offices. He is also a 'member of 
the Modern Woodmen and Temple of 
Honor. His support was .ever given to 
that which best advanced the interests 
of the community. He ranked high in 
social ami business circles. A wife, four 
daughters and one son survive to mourn 
his demise.

Fitzgibbons is concerned, he has in no 
way neglected his duties as attending 
physician. 
There' has not been a single case brought 
to his attention, bat that He has given 
it/official notice«ahdregularly visited the 
sick people as" of ten as was necessary Alt 
is true that he did not visit the'patients 
every single day, for the reason that;,it 
was no more necessary to do that than 
to visit any sick person who is not very 
ill, daily. However, where the ' cases 
were severe he never missed an afternoon 
to see the persons afflicted. In the milder 
cases he would call every "other day. 


Evidence that the doctor,did his duty 


was found in the fact that several.weeks 
ago, or perhaps days, ago, .there., were 
twenty-two cases or contagious disease 
cards up in the city, .Notque of these 
cards could.'be. removed, the quarantine

among the first things would be the re- 
formation of the manner of procedure 
of senate and house. The power of leg- 
islation would be restored to the latter, 
now usurped, through of course, consent 
of the house, by its speaker, and in the 
senate legislation \vould be endowed with 
life and vitality by- the discarding of 
the forms that enable a small minority 
to obstruct legislation. ,

. .The states would be given a newer 
power more consistent with these mod- 
ern days, and one of these would be the 
more, complete, -home rule of American 
towns and cities, that is to ?ay with 
charters., possessing 
ample 
protection 


from the assaults of political schemers at 
the state capitals. Nothing is more cer- 
tain than that the power of the modern 
corporation would be woefully cut down. 
Charters granted under the newer form 
would mean an exact compliance with 
their terras and municipalities and states 
would certainly 
luivo 
the 
power of 


amending the terms of all franchises ac- 
cording to the changing conditions and 
the manner in •which the corporations 
performed their services. 


If the United .States senate fears the 


ix)nvcning of a- constitutional convention 
it will do well to proceed to the pa.-isiny 
of 
a 
few measures proposed 
in 
the 


interests of the people, and among them 
the electing of senators by a direct vote 
of the people. It is perfectly within the 
power of the states to call a convention 
ior revision purposes and if a suttieieut 
number, two-thirds, take action therefor 
the senate and house will be forced to 
comply. Indeed it is not so certain that 
so&ucr or later a convention will be call- 
ed for the very necessary reason needed 
legislation both in state and by nation on 
some public matters is shown to be futile 
when itow enacted.

This provision made it 
possible for twenty-live percent of the 
voters to require the submission of any 
public -question to the entire body of 
voters for approval; that on a petition 
asking for the submission of any public 
question to the referendum must be sign- 
ed by twenty-five per cent of the vot- 
ers. 


In this, 
however, the 
state senate

iive per cent of the voters, which the 
house bill provided for to twenty-five 
per cent neglected an opportunity by 
which a, few men might have held a fine 
salaried office. 
This would have been the 


creation of a referendum commission in 
every locality whose business it would 
have been to attend to this matter, for 
obviously the necessity to secure twen- 
ty-five per cent of all the voters is a 
hard and difficult task. This commission 
however could attend to this, hire men, 
to secure these names, and it would 
have been a fine thing for the political 
workers.

The army contract scandals 
in, Eng- 


land arc only wade possible through a 
system', of red tape and a system of gov- 
ernment, that forbids the fnws criticism 
so prevalent 
in a country -lika 
OUTS. 


The great nations of .Europe, notably 
Russia, France find England, have had in 
the years passed frightful scandals in 
which the 'government has been robbed 
right and left, and not the wo'rst of it. 
the military systems terribly demor- 
alized with rotten equipment and ineffi- 
cient-officials. Tills country 
has 
had' 


some army•'scandal*, but nothing that 
could in any wise be compared : even 
with the army mule scandal now of Eng- 
land. The American press, free and so 
far untrammeled, roam through the cor- 
ridors of the great government d^part- 
ments, and with no fear Whatever for 
rank and a contempt for the petty offi- 
cialism that will permeate some depart- 
ments and saturate some swell-headed 
officials, have no hesitation in giving the 
news aa it runs, and exposing any rot- 
tenness that: shows itself. 


This last piece of army 
plundering 


tells of immense profits 
made out'of 


meat contracts, for the army in South 
Africa. It is told the oi'iginal eontrac: 
tor who received the award 
sold it 


promptly for $50,000 premium and re- 
tired. Then, says the 
account, it was 


resold for $200,000 and then, continues 
the story, Cecil Rhodes and the DeBeers 
group handed over $1,000,000 thus secur- 
ing the privilege of supplying the South 
African army with meat. It 
does not 


appear in this selling and transferring 
of contracts there were any wrongful

THE TAXATION MUDDLE. 


The people of Wisconsin with that tar-

The taxpayers knew all the time that 
some change was being made in the sys- 
tem, but as usual being so completely 
occupied with their own affairs they did 
not take the trouble to sift the matter 
very 
thoroughly, and the legislature 


with that shiftlessness so characteristic 
of legislative bodies, occupied more with 
wire pulling politics, than with' sound 
business principles, went ahead and pass- 
ed a law that promises to make trouble 
for every property owner. 


While the intent of the law is good, 


that all property should be made to bear 
its equal share of taxation, while pro- 
vision is made through superintendents 
of assessments to get at the value of real 
estate and personal property, no provis- 
ion is made to compel the payment of 
taxes on personal property in the shape 
of mortgages and securities. 


The plan to tax mortgages at their 


face value and at the same time to tax 
the property covered by the mortgage 
at its full value constitutes a system of 
double taxation, which without a doubt 
would be declared 
unconstitutional by 


the supreme court of the state. 


It is not clear but that the legislature 


has gotten the state, in such a muddle 
with a faultily constructed law that a 
special session of the legislature may btt 
necessary to undo what was done last 
year. The complexities of tiic situation 
art; coming more and more to be realiz- 
ed as the time draws near for the annual j 
work of the assessors.

sort to the abuse of American citizens. 
If President Gompers called the atten- 
tion of congress to this abuse of official 
authority, it will be no more than is 
his right.

denly passed away was a man .of wide 
reputation, acquired by liberal attention 
from the press, and while the newspapers 
in general were opposed to his ultra rad- 
ical views on moat topics, with that'lib- 
erality so characteristic of the press, he 
was accorded publicity long after his po- 
litical death knell had. been rung-.' J 


Altgcld'became governor 
of ^Illinois 


during the political spasm which 'seized 
the'country in tho early nineties. -His 
erratic utterances bordering close.' oh'to 
anarchy caught the masses who 'sVere 
ready for any kind of a change in 1892. 
His pardon 
of the Chicago anarchists 


during his term as governor lost him 
much of his popularity among reformers, 
who had been at the first captivated by 
his censure of dishonest political meth- 
ods. 


Withal Altgeld was a powerful leader 


and a forceful speaker, but ever since his 
rabid utterances " in the campaign 
of 


18DG the people distrusted him, and he 
was more or less under suspicion of play- 
ing to the galleries. His admirers laud- 
ed him as the friend of humanity, and in 
Ins tragic death following so close after 
his address in defense of tho Boers have 
hailed him as the advocate of the meek 
and lowly.

POTATOES FROM EUROPE. 


Pauper potatoes is the war cry now 


but nothing can be done. It seems every 
year this country imports more or less 
potatoes, 
but this year the importa- 


tions have risen to threatening quanti- 
ties to the detriment of a market near 
great eastern cities. One cause assign- 
ed is the small crop arid consequent larg- 
er price, and another cause the cheaper 
rate at which the foreign tuber can be 
sold. 
As an explanation it 
i? given 


out that the freights from Europe, from 
the 
regions where potatoes 
can be 


obtained is less to New York city, than 
freights from. Chicago and to the west-. 
wards. It, is even asserted potatoes can 
be delivered cheaper in Xcw York city 
from northern Germany, Ireland and oth- 
er places than they can from northern 
New York. If this is a fact, and the large 
importations would seem to make it so,' 
an overhauling seems to be in order. 
There is nothing about the foreign tub- 
er in any wise superior to the American 
tuber and therefore they are not im- 
ported for this reason; the true reason 
for importation therefore must be sought 
in the explanation that men find it profit- 
able to import potatoes, that it is all 
simple enough when one thinks of it. 
Our inland freights arc so excessive east- 
ern people import food products from 
Europe because the cost of ocean car- 
riage overcomes the American freights 
and is yet sufficiently lower to in addi- 
tion overcome the import duty of twen- 
ty-five cents per bushel. Perhaps when 
Mr. Babcock gets a little time, he may 
take this matter up and apply a remedy 
if he can tind one.

ARGUMENTS FOB 


PROHIBITION 


Advanced by Fred E, Britten at the 


Universalist 
Church. 


Four Kcaions Given Why 1'nrty Should 


. . Exist—Can Hope for Nothing from 


l)em*oratj» or Republican*. 


At the Universalist "church last ,cl?en- 


ing a prohibition meeting was held under 
the auspices of the state 'committee and 
the 
local 
prohibition 
alliance. After 


singing a couple of hymns the audience 
was led in prayer by B.ev. Marks.' Then 
Rev. Grier introduced the speaker, Mr. 
Fred E, Britten, of Michigan. After a 
few introductory remai'ks Mr. Britten 
said he would divide his address into 
four arguments to show the right of the 
Prohibition party to exist, and made the 
challenge that if any one in the audience 
could overthrow successfully a single one 
of them jhe would admit that the party 
should go out of. business; but if not, 
then it should have the right of way and 
claim the allegiance of every right think: 
ing citizen. 
; 
, 


. His first argument was on the lowest 
basis, a purely economic consideration. 
One billion dollars by the internal reven- 
ue reports are' expended annually for 
strong drink, and this makes no allow- 
ance for adulteration after paying the 
revenue which would greatly increase the 
amount. Taking a conservative esti- 
riiatej twelve hundred million dollars, Mr. 
Britten said that thin sum annually ex- 
pended for liquor would pay for 200,000 
houses at $2,000 each, furnish each with 
$1,500 worth of furniture, add $1,000 to 
the salary of every minister in the.Unit- 
ed States and then leave enough to give 
everybody in the country a $5 bill. This 
argument was to thow the magnitude of 
t h e issue. 
' • • - • • ' 


The second argument was the attitude 


of the government to the question. Every 
business is either protected and fostered 
by the government or else outlawed, as 
for example the school teacher and fche 
horse thief, the minister and the gamb- 
ler. The attitude of the government to- 
ward the saloon is that of protection. 


The third argument -was, that neither 


of the two old parties is competent l,o 
undertake the overthrow of the liquor 
traffic. If in some unknown manner eith- 
er pariy should undertake the task, it 
would immediately lose the support of 
its more potent half, the other party 
would go into power, and it ..would be ir- 
retrievcably lost. As a matter of self- 
preservation, neither party dares to. un- 
dertake it. The only rational solution 
ia a -third party. 


The fourth argument was thai; it is a 


question simply of right and wrong.; If 
it is wrong for the saloon keeper to sell 
liquor, and the brewer to manufacture 
it, it la wrong for the government to li- 
cense and protect the business: If it is 
wrong for the government to do this, it 
is wrong for- a voter to support the polit- 
ical party which gives ua such a govern- 
ment. The attitude of the government 
was shown by its position on the army 
canteen question during the war-with 
Spain. 


Prohibition does not prohibit, said lie, 


but if the .Prohibition party is put into 
power, a sympathetic set of officials will 
use the weapon of a prohibitory law to 
the annihilation of the saloon. 


Mr. Britten closed with a masterly 


word picture of the attack of tho Union 
troops on Missionary Ridge, when tirant. 
sitting on his horse in the valley, watch- 
ing the advancing column mowed down 
in great swaths by the fire of the enemy 
on the hill, answered his aide who askqd 
whether the retreat should no); l>e sound- 
ed with the words, "Give Ilia boys time.'.1 


He gave ihem tiuic, and iho stars and 
stripes soon floated on fhc hilltop,

WASHINGTON, March. 15.—John 0. 


Spooner of Wisconsin will be a candidate 
for re-election to the United States sen- 
ate. His friends say he will be elected, 
despite certain opposition from members 
of his own party. A year or two ago 
M^. Spooner wrote a letter in which he 
said he thought he would not be a can- 
didate for another term. His friends 
•now."declare that the Republicans of 
Wisconsin have so ; generally insisted 
upon a reconsideration 
of this letter 


that the senator has consented to recall 
it and to stand for re-election before the 
legislature next January. Governor La 
Follette,is not favorable to the re-elec- 
4oh'of Mr. Spooner, and the governor is 
a great power in the state, but men 
who know Wisconsin politics insist that 
even'the governor is not strong enough 
to defeat Senator Spooner. 
: 


Mr. Spooner will not take a seat 


upon the bench of the supreme court of 
the United Stages, neither now nor at 
any time in the future. Various reports 
to the effect that he was going on the 
bench,were in circulation. One account 
has it. that Chief Justice Fuller--is.to re- 
tire next February, on reaching his 70th 
year, ,and that Mr. Spooner will be ap- 
pointed to he chief justiceship. No one 
knows whether the chief justice will re- 
tire or., not;, all the probabilities are 
that he, will remain on the 
bench for 


many years to-come. His health is ex- 
celle'nt, and he enjoys the, work. Like 
nine, supreme court justices out of ten 
he has a strong aversion-to-giving'up. 
his place and dying of the rust of idle- 
ness. 
. 
. ' . , - . 


Whether the chief justice retires or 


not, and no matter how many vacancies 
may arise on the supreme bench, Sena- 
tor Spooaer is not to be a member of 
thii distinguished 'tribunal. This may 
be considered settled once for all. 
Nor 


would he take a place in the cabinet. 
He has already declined several offers of 
this latter sort. 


Not long ago Attorney General Knox, 


informally discussing the possibility of 
vacancies on the supreme bench, said to 
President; Roosevelt: 
"If a. vacancy 


should arise there is one man, I am 'will- 
ing to recommend fpr the succession, 
here and now/' 
- 


"Who is he?" 
"Senator Spooner of Wisconsin/' 
"But that won't do," replied, the presi- 


dent ; "we can't spare him from the sen- 
ate."

Had it been known by the peo- 
ple of the ward it is doubtful if there 
would have been any serious objection as 
that -which prevailed two weeks ago, for 
the rca.son that Sarles is a north side 
rnan, while Brotherson, who was taken 
there when the objection was raised, was 
taken from the south side. The north 
ftido people state that they have no ob- 
jection to north side patients being tak- 
en to the hall, but that south side pa- 
tients should bo taken care of on that 
fide of the river, in other words an iso- 
lation hospital should be located in that 
section of the city.

and at once said it was smallpox and 
similar to the disea.se which i? prevalent 
iu this state. Dr. Wingate is said to 
have approved of the action of the local 
board of health. lie further stated that 
he did not see how any physician could 
mistake the case for t.hnt of ehickeiipox. 
Dr. Wingate made.a few suggestions to 
the city's health ofiiccr in regard to the 
most stringent methods of preventing 
the spread of the disease and arrange^ 
ments will be made at once to carry out 
his ideas.

Of tin: many public and private insti- 


tutions o-f Eacine there is none pointed 
to with more pride than the St. Cathar- 
ine Hf-ademy. Its inception, growth and 
history HIT. 211031 interesting. Covering 
nr«rly a whole block as it does now, 
more room is needed, and the manage- 
ment is figuring on adding more build- 
ings, but tiiis io not deemed advisable 
upon the present site, for the beautiful 
recreation grounds would have to he sac- 
rificed.

To make political capital out of the Boer 
war and the attitude of the administra- 
tion in regard to it is the latest idea of 
this Democratic leaders. Mr. Eryan. is 
credited with the suggestion. At any 
rate, a caucus of the Democrats -of the 
house has been called for next Wednes- 
day night to consider this question. 


The Democrats really think they can 


make headway with this matter. They 
know that a large majority of the peo- 
ple of the United States sympathize with 
the Boers in their heroic struggle. From, 
this to a belief that the administration 
is culpable for its failure io do something 
to help the burghers is an easy step. 
Most men, apparently, appreciate 
the 


fact that no matter what American pop- 
ular sympathy may be, the American 
government must maintain strict ncii- 
trality. Without doubt a majority of 
the. Democrats agree to this, on the 
whole, but they ca-nnot resist, the tempta- 
tion to "put the administration 
in a 


hole;1 


According to the plan outlined by the 


leaders of the movement the caucus will 
be asked to-declare: 
' 


1. For strict neutrality on the part 


of the government. 


2. Denunciation of the administration 


for its failure to stop the exportation 
of horses and mules. 


3. Condemnation of Secretary 
Hay 


for his failure to ask of the British gov- 
ernment permission 
for Dr. and Mrs. 


Thomas of Chicago to go to South Africa 
t distribute relief funds among the Boer 
women and children.

It is admitted by the Democrats that 


they have no hope of forcing either the 
administration or the Republicans of con- 
gress to take action, but they do believe 
they can stir tip a lively agitation and 
make trouble 
for their political oppo- 


nents. In fairness to many Democrats 
it should be said that a considerable num- 
ber of them do not sympathize with the 
political play and fully half of the Dem- 
ocratic members who were asked to sign 
the call for a caucus refused to do so 
on the ground that '''it was cheap poli- 
tics.' 


The Republicans say they are not 


alarmed; that the people of the coun- 
try understand the situation, and that 
an effort to gain political capital out of 
this question will end in failure. As to 
the purchase of horses and mule-? by the 
British in this country, they say that it 
is in accordance with American policy 
and American law; that it has always 
been the practice of the United States to 
sell to foreign combatants, and that now, 
as in the past, both combatants are free 
to tmy in this country whatever they 
wish. Our government is not responsi- 
ble, they say,' for the fact that it hap- 
pen*-the British are the only ones who 
do actually buy; that we cannot change 
our policy or our laws for that reason, 
and because the sympathies of a majori- 
ty of our people chance to be with the 
Boers, It would be ^a very dangerous 
precedent, they 
claim, if execution 'of 


the laws were to be controlled by senti- 
ment, selling to a combatant whom we 
like and refusing tolsell to one we dis- 
like. That would not*be neutrality, and 
would certainly lead to trouble.

As to the charges against Secretary 


Hay, the Republicans say that can be as 
fully answered, it does seem hard that 
the state department will not cvon ask 
the British government to permit Dr. 
and Airs. Thomas to go on the errand of 
mercy. It would seem as if the state de- 
partnnent ought at least to do what it 
can to sscure this permission and place 
the responsibility of refusal where it be- 
longs, upon the British government.
